I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  Services  for  the  year  1964. 

The  estimated  population  increase  was  110  persons,  due 
to  migration  of  people  into  the  district.  95  babies  were 
born  and  135  people  died  during  the  year. 

There  were  six  illegitimate  babies  born,  compared  with 
three  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  remained 

low. 


Preparation  for  overspill  population  continued  to  make 
heavy  demands  upon  your  Town  Clerk  and  his  department,  and 
also  that  of  the  Borough  Surveyor  during  1964. 

As  a  medical  observer  I  have  viewed  with  some  concern 
the  strain  involved.  Undoubtedly,  the  Overspill  Agreement 
is  welcomed  but  I  feel  that  there  is  a  lesson  to  be  learned 
from  the  experience,  which  may  benefit  other  authorities. 

Although  it  is  difficult  to  provide  staff  in  advance  of 
a  planned  increase  in  population,  competent  extra  staff  is 
essential  during  the  period  of  preparation  for  overspill. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  understanding.  I  wish  to  thank 
Mr.  G.C.  Mountstephen,  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  officials 
and  staff  of  my  own  and  other  departments  for  their 
assistance  to  me  during  the  year.

Infectious  Hepatitis 

Four  cases  occurred,  two  in  children.  Tile  school  was  advised 
concerning  precautions  to  be  taken,  /mother  case  was  a  resident  in  a 
public  house.  The  person  was  not  a  food  handler  but  was  advised  concerning 
hygiene  precautions. 

Foodpoisoning 

This  was  a  very  small  outbreak  but  highly  unpleasant  for  persons 
affected.  The  outbreak  was  due  to  staphylococcal  germs.  The  sale  of  the 
suspect  food  was  stopped  on  the  morning  when  the  cases  were  notified  but 
two  further  cases  occurred  outside  the  Borough,  due  to  food  which  had  been 
purchased  a  short  time  before  the  shop  was  visited. 

There  was  here  a  combination  of  a  careful,  but  unwise,  technique 
inherited  from  a  previous  owner  -  of  keeping  the  food  not  immediately  for 
sale  in  clean  conditions,  protected  from  flies  but  not  in  the  refrigerator. 

Also  the  cold  cabinet  appeared  satisfactory  but  was  unable  to  maintain 
a  safe  working  temperature. 

Given  then  a  nasal  carrier  of  staphylococcal  germs,  ideal  conditions 
had  been  created  for  the  outbreak. 

This  outbreak  showed  the  thin  margin  of  safety  which  exists. 
Cleanliness  was  good,  careful  conditions  were  apparently  maintained,  and 
yet  the  faulty  technique  of  storage  gave  every  opportunity  for  germs  to 
multiply. 

I  am  grateful  to  Dr.  Dixon  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  prompt 
identification  of  the  foodpoisoning  organism,  and  for  advice  during  the 
investigations.

The  majority  of  the  Borough  is  sewered  with  the  outfall  at 
Ballingdon,  which  employs  sedimentation,  biological  filtration  etc. 
There  are  some  20  isolated  properties  with  cesspool  or  septic  tank 
drainage.  These  present  no  immediate  Public  Health  problem,  although 
it  is  hoped  that  these  will,  were  practicable,  be  connected  to  the 
main  sewerage  system  in  time.  A  scheme  for  a  small  area  with  10  of 
these  properties  has  been  prepared,  and  it  is  hoped  a  sewage  pumping 
station  and  rising  main  will  be  constructed,  so  that  satisfactory 
improvements  can  be  carried  out  to  some  of  the  cottages  in  that  area. 


SWIMMING  POOL 


The  swimming  pool  was  open  again  from  13th  May  to  the 
12th  September. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  pool  from  the  public  mains.  The  water 
is  treated  by  pressure  filtration  and  break  point  chlorination.  The 
flow  is  so  regulated  that  all  the  water  passes  through  the  plant 
every  five  hours. 

Routine  residual  chlorine  and  pH.  tests  are  made  at  the  pool, 
and  weekly  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Ipswich.  All  the  tests  showed  the  water 
to  be  of  a  satisfactory  degree  of  purity. 

There  were  over  54,800  admissions  to  the  pool  during  1964. 
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'■/ ATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  the  new  West  Suffolk  Water  Board  was  formed, 
although  the  Council  carried  out  their  functions  on  an  agency  basis 
for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  was  maintained  from  the  bore  in 
Woodhall  Road.  Regular  bacteriological  analysis  gave  excellent 
results.  Chlorination  is  carried  out  as  a  precautionary  measure. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  two  public  conveniences  were  maintained  during  the  year,  one 
in  Gaol  Lane  close  to  the  Market  Hill,  and  the  other  at  the  rear  of 
the  swimming  pool  in  Belle  Vue  gardens. 

Work  on  the  new  conveniences  in  Burkitts  Lane  is  in  hand  and  they 
should  be  opened  early  in  the  beginning  of  19&5*  These  will  provide 
much  needed  facilities  for  the  town  and  also  for  the  food  market 
traders. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Borough. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  end  special  arrangements 
exist  for  collection  of  trade  refuse.  This  part  of  the  Council’s 
work  is  supervised  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  disused 
chalk/gravel  pit  in  Middleton  Road,  This  tip  is  also  used  for  the 
deposit  of  refuse  from  the  Melford  Rural  District  and  occasionally 
by  the  Halstead  Rural  District. 

Spraying  with  insecticides  and  dust  to  prevent  any  serious 
nuisance  from  flies  and  w asps  was  carried  out. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  negotiations  for  the  purchase 
of  a  further  chalk  pit  were  started.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will  provide 
further  tipping  space  for  at  least  another  10  years.

Samples  of  cooked  and  tinned  meats  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  results  indicated  a  need  for  extreme  care  in 
the  handling  and  storage  of  these  products  before  sale.
